Vulcan once more is on the front page 
of the papers, this time on account of a 
bequest made bv a citizen to a widely 
known institution. By the will of Donald 
Fraser, a farmer in tile Vulcan district, 
who died on July*5tli last, the Lacombe 
Home is richerTintlie extent of J45.580.- 
97, this being tile net amount ot the 
value of the estate sworn to by Judge 
Will. McDonald, the executor named by 
the testator in his will. The estate con¬ 
sists principally of 3J sections of farm 
land in the Vuican district which, with 
improvements, was valued for succession 
duty at over 850,000. The testator left 
tile estate to the home ” to be used and 
expended in tile work of said Lacombe 
j Home, ill tile province of Alberta." L.

I few miles west of Vulcan, and had gone 
with mother and sisters to the city oil 
account of school facilities required by 
the elder members of the family. Before 
the date of school opening the boy had 
an operation lor the removal of tonsils, 
and it was while he was awailitig healing 
that he became afflicted with the malady 
which caused his death, and which just 
now is creating such concern. George, 
who would have reached his thirteenth 
year in November, never did attend 
school in Vulcan, going to Nanton, but 
Vulcau_.is.to a considerable extent the 
business town of the family, and dining 
the vacation the lad was a couple of times 
a visitor with Ins father at The Advocate 
office, and his lioyish conversation was 
interesting, and memory of it is revived 
by this sad event, which will bring grief 
to ft home in which tlierrt was but one 
bov.

LOCAL NEWS ITEMS 


Very soon will.be offered for sale in¬ 
cluding furniture, or to let without tile 
furniture, Hotel Royal, Vulcan, Alta. 

Word conies from Lewiston, Idaho, of 
the serious illness of Mr. Alex. McDon¬ 
ald, at Clarkson, Wash., aud members of 
the family from these parts have gone 
down there. Mr. McDonald was a resi¬ 
dent a few miles out of Vulcan until a 
year or two ago, and many friends here 
will he concerned in his condition. 

Mr. .David Mills died this (Friday) at 
the family home out north of Vulcan, at 
tile age of fifty-five years. Deceased lias 
been a resident of the district for about 
nineteen years. News of this death came 
in just as the paper was going to press, 
permitting only this abbreviated notice. 
Funeral services will take place at tile 
home at two o’clock on Sunday after¬ 
noon and burial will follow at Highland 
cemetery. 

Oil advice from the Department of 
Health, Edmonton, and in consequence 
of the circumstances in connection with 
infantile paralysis, the Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict school fair lias been postponed in¬ 
definitely. This, in accord with the in¬ 
timation of the provincial authorities, 
would appear to have the einlorsation 
generally of the people, who favor the 
idea of being cautious rather t|ian sorry 
Fairs at Blackie, Arrowwood, Giyichen, 
Carseland, Ularesliclm and elsewhere 
have also been postponed. 

Good Deeds Women’s Institute met at 
the home of Mrs. M. Middleton, on 9tli 
September, and the session was opened 
with the salute of tile flag, reading of the 
creed and singing "O Canada." Follow¬ 
ing the regular business, Mrs. S. B 
Brown presented an interesting paper on 
the subject ‘‘Old Age Pensions.” There 
was a drawing for a beautiful pillow, 
little Tony Smith picking the ticket, and 
Ralph Hilrst was the winner of the prize. 
Dainty lunch was served and there was 
a pleasing social period. The next meet¬ 
ing will he held on October 13th at tile 
home of Mrs. Wood Erwin, and ’'Christ¬ 
mas and What?” will be the subject for 
answers to roll call. 

The general reports from shooters 
is that the partridges are very 
scarce this season. No good bags 
have been as yet, reported, while 
many have travelled miles of territory 
in search of the birds, with little re¬ 
sults. Ducks, on the contrary, seem 
plentiful and some good bags have 
been brought in, many of which t*>n- 
tains a fair proportion of fall ducks 
These seemed to be in poor condition 
while the others were in good condi¬ 
tion. All the small sloughs and wa¬ 
ter ponds seem to have ducks on 
them and many of the good bags 
have been taken on these. Some real 
duck weather now will produce large 
bags of ducks. 

The past week has been ideal for 
farm operations with bright sunny 
days which have dried up and harden¬ 
ed the wheat and has allowed for 
general cutting operations. Threshing 
will be started by some to the East of 
Vulcan on Monday next and will, 
be gradually taken up by others when 
the end of next week will see this 
work generally being done. The crops 
are in splendid condition and an ex¬ 
cellent grade with big yield is sure to 
be had. Nome little effects of frost 
are to be seen but the damage from 
the recent rains and following light 
frosts is neglible. After a long sea¬ 
son of wet and rough roads and trails 
in all directions, these are fast now 
getting into travelling condition 
again and will be in fine condition foi 
grain hauling if we have n» more ser¬ 
ious' wit spells. Indications are for 
future good weather, and we are in-> 
dined to believe it after having learn¬ 
ed of a new nest of partridge eggs dis 
covered on a farm to the south of us. 
Ths birds usually know what they are 
doing and expectrto bring this hroqii 
through, so good weather must he bad 
to accomplish it. Animal lift* is the 
best weather forecaster. Let's hope 
this is proven true in this instance. 
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One hundred and seventy-five mil¬ 
lion bushels of wheat;—that’s what 
the crop experts tell us we have this 
year.

The're is every indication that fall- 
business will be njore active this year 
than any time since the close ot thej 
war. The crop is laige and prices i 
are good—an unbeatable combination. 

One in every four farms in the Um-I 
ted States now' uses the radio for j 
business and recreation, announces 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
number of sets has increased from 
145,350 in 1923 to 1,231,000 at the 
present time. 

Today and Saturday people of Yui- 
can will givq canned fruits and vege¬ 
tables and pi ok ILs to the extent of 
their genetosity to the Wood’s or¬ 
phanage at Calgary, and it can easily 
he imagined that there wni oe , 
splendid collection.

The demand for haying machinery has 
been especially heavy, while the sale 
of threshers, binilrs, combines and 
tractors has been exceptionally large, 
some firms reporting from 100 to 200 
per cent, increases in the sales of 
these implements.

MESSAGE TO CANADA S YOUTH 

A timely message to Canada’s 
youth was delivered by Hon. L. P. D. 
Tilley, New Brunswick, son of a Con¬ 
federation Father,' speaking at thd C. 
N.E. Director's luncheon recently— 
New Brunswick and Press Day. Hon. 
Mr. Tilley, who is a member of the 
New Brunswick government, anu an 
outstanding man in his’ native prov¬ 
ince, believes that the, future of Cana¬ 
da lies in the love of country and 
study of its history on the part of 
young men and women. He took ad¬ 
vantage of the fact that he wag ad¬ 
dressing newspaper men from all 
parts of the country to get his riies- 
sage published for the benefit of all. 
Hon. Mr. Tilley said: “There are two 
things we lack in this country—first 
population, and second, and a vital 
factor, is more of the national spirit 
than we have to-day. As I look 
about me and see men—men like my¬ 
self—growing older in years, I feel 
that national spirit mgs^be inculcated 
in the,boys and girls going to school 
To the youth of Canada I senq, Mis 
message: Study the history of your 
country: I love every inch of jts soil; 
never defame, but always acclaim its 
merits; let no monetary call to other 
lands induce you to leave permanent¬ 
ly the land of your nativity. Renum¬ 
ber that this country of yours, ol 
mine, is our country—the right arm 
of the British Empire.” In the pres¬ 
ence of “this fraternal nationar garn¬ 
ering of Canadian people,” he declar¬ 
ed that what makes for the welfare 
of others, and consequently of the 
whole Dominion. The Maritimes were 
as essential to the Central Provinces 
as were the Prairie districts, he de¬ 
clared.

WHAT DOES HE MEAN? 

Mother arises in the morning, gets 
breakfast for father and the children, 
gets the children off to school and 
father off to work. Father spends 
the day earning money. Mother 
spends it sewing, mending, washing, 
ironing, preparing a hot lunch for the 
children, seeing that they are clean 
as they go back to school, super¬ 
vising their play and study after 
school, correcting what she considers 
injurious habits, checking up on bad 
grammar and bad manners, getting 
and serving dinner. When father 
comes home, he plays his part in the 
family life. He consults with the 
children about school problems, lays 
down the law with authority on 
points where mother thinks she has 
not been sufficiently impressive, and 
adds the weight of his words in see¬ 
ing that next day’s school work is 
prepared, and finally in getting the 
reluctant youngsters to go to bed. 
At last a few minutes of peace. 
Mother picks up the evening paper 
and reads: “The home is the “weak¬ 
est spot in America’s social fabric of 
today,” Dr. W. A. Trettien, professor 
of psychology in a Ohio university, 
declared. “Its influence should be 
much greater than it is. We should 
be forced to work out our domestic 
problems, instead of sidestepping 
them.” It puzzles mother. She does¬ 
n’t quite see what more she could 
have done. She reads the item to 
father. He is equally in the dark. 

BEAUTY OF FITTING SPEECH 

How seldom in these hustling days 
does one have the joy of hearing a 
well modulated voice, clear, crisp 
enunciation, and words so chosen tnat 
they arrest attention by their absolute 
fitness to the subject under discussion. 
Listen to an average conversation and 
you will find that clipped words, care¬ 
less pronunciation, incomplete and un¬ 
grammatical sentences, together with 
harsh, unmusical voices, are all too 
frequent. What is the cause of this? 
Does it not lie first of all in the 
homes, in the lack of training in the 
nursery* days? Slipshod, careiess 
speaking is a sure sign of the aSsencc 
of mental discipline. To train a child 
to speak well from his babyhood calls 
for much unselfish watchfulness, 
great patience, and loving understand¬ 
ing on the part of parents, and yet 
what a priceless asset it is to him 
throughout his entire life. Early fa¬ 
miliarity with the best prose and 
poetry will inculcate a taste for what 
is beautiful. An ear tuned to appre¬ 
ciate the grand rhymic phrases to be 
found in all good literature will not 
easily be satisfied with bad speaking 
and awkwardly turned phrases. Slang 
may be, and often is, expressive. Yet 
a well-chosen word is far more so, 
and the user of it has the satisfaction 
of knowing that he is doing his part 
in helping to preserve for future gen¬ 
erations, the purity of his mother 
tongue. 

ABUSING A PRIVILEGE 

Not alone in Riverdale Park in this 
town is there evidence that people do 
not respect property. Complaint is 
coqiing from the superintendent of 
the E.P. ranch at High River, that 
visitors are not respecting the private 
property of the Prince of Walles and 
that unless more consideration is 
shown the residence and its gardens, 
unless gates are closed after being 
opened and disturbance of live stock 
is abated the place will be closed to] 
the public. In a short story of what 
the E.P. ranch managers are enduring 
the .High River Times states, that visi-

REBUKE FOR SPEED MANIACS 

Recently when arrangements were 
being made at Minneapolis for the 
reception of Colonel Lindbergh, it was 
considered necessary to rush him by 
auto to the St. Paul boundary, start¬ 
ing point of the parade at 60 miles an 
hour. Lindbergh vetoed the plan. He 
would not ride in an automobile at 
any such speed. Thirty-five miles an 
hour was his limit in the car, he made 
it known. He would take no chances. 
And that settled it. What a rebuke 
that is for those who drive their cars 
at breakneck speed! Thousands of 
men, in Minnesota and the country 
over, who would vehemently declare 
themselves against “taking chances as 
lindbergh does,” will wrong-headedly 
go out, the next moment, and boast¬ 
fully speed their cars over the roads, 
with constant peril to themselves and 
often to others. But not for Lind¬ 
bergh! He knows what control means 
The youth who early in his flying days 
made a double parachute jump from 
his plane high' in the air, knowing his 
medium; the flier who once stood on 
a plane wing, holding to ropes, while 
the ship looped a loop; the birdinan 
who, in emergencies^rtiile an air mall 
pilot, made four pa^jehute leaps to 
safety, abandoning his planes with the 
philosophy that ‘‘there are many 
planes, but only one Lindbergh’’—he 
knows so well the needs of prepared¬ 
ness, of complete knowledge of his 
task, and of the fullest possible con¬ 
trol of his own instruments, that he 
puts a 35-mile maximum on any mo¬ 
tor car to which he will trust hts Ine. 
It is Lindbergh who takes no chances. 
He knows the limitations of control.” 

LOST OPPORTUNITIES 

"Bad Roads cost the Turner Valley 
a big opportunity’’ said headlines in a 
city newspaper last week. Due to the 
heavy rains a visit of 250 engineers 
and scientists to the oil fields had to 
be cancelled as time was limited. Be¬ 
cause two hundred and fifty delegates 
to the Mining and Metallurgical Con¬

A Canadian citizen touring certain sections of the United 
States a few years ago, reported on his return that he had 
passed through several good sized towns where absolutely 
ideal business conditions obtained, It had there been possi¬ 
ble to so' establish a spirit of co-operation and good will, not 
only among the business and professional men, but also be¬ 
tween these and the general public, with the result that the 
most harmonious relations pervaded these towns. The busi¬ 
ness men were content to live and let live, to refrain from 
adopting unfair and unethical business methods, to lend a 
helping hand to each other in trouble and adversity, and to 
extend to one another such business patronage as lay in their 
power. Thus the carpet-bagger invariably got the “cold 
shoulder,” for it was firmly established and acknowledged 
that every order which could be placed in the home town, 
but which was sent elsewhere, simply drained that commun¬ 
ity of legitimate revenue, and served but to enrich some 
other locality, Business left in the home town helps every¬ 
body in such town.

HIGHLY IMPORTANT 

Ib the Discovery of Crude Oil in Al¬ 
berta Oil Fields, says the Financial 
Post 

Conditions are ideal for operations 
on a large scale in the Alberta oil 
fields. There is plenty of scope foi 
the big operator on at least 100,000 
acres of leases which are now out of 
the wildcat class. 

Of course, most of. this is in the 
hands of Imperial Oil, but tne com¬ 
pany with the money to drill can al¬ 
ways get acreage on terms that mane 
the price of the leases a mere fraction 
of the cost of a well. 

Prof. J. A. Allan of the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta, estimated that there 
were 60,000 acres of proven land in 
the province before the Devenish 
strike. Since then, Home No. 1, Dal- 
housie No. 5 and Calmont No. 1 in 
Turner Valley have added to that to¬ 
tal considerably, while the Devenish 
well has opened up the whole Skiff 
structure south of Lethbridge. Then 
of course, Wainwright only awaits 
sufficient refinery facilities to be put 
on the map. 

Canada is using more oil in a week 
than its wells produce in a year, so 
that it will require more than SO 
times the present production to sup¬ 
ply the domestic market. 

We have the boom of the spring of 
1026 largely to thank for the activity 
of the past eighteen months. Develop¬ 
ments in that period have borne out 
the theories of Alberta oil pioneers 
who had enough of the gambling spir¬ 
it anil sufficient confidence to prove a 
section of the province’s vast on re¬ 
sources. Considerable acreage has 
been made safe enough for drilling 
propositions for large conservative 
companies that are willing to spend 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, or 
even millions, on development. Of I 
course, the profits at this stake are| 
not as great for the average investoi I 
as those reaped by shareholders in) 
wildcat companies that hav^ made 
good; but the oil industry needs the 
capital of investors as well as that ot I 
speculators to expand western producj 
tion. 

During the period under review oil 
in commercial quantities has been en¬ 
countered in six wells that have been 
completed with the present daily pro¬ 
duction in each case: 

Vulcan No. 1, with daily production 
of 100 barrels. 

Illinois-Alberta No. 1, with daily 
pioduction of 83 barrels. 

New McDougall-Segur, No. 1, wPi 
daily production of 62 barrels. 

New McLeod No. 2, with daily pro¬ 
duction of 50 barrels. 

Home No. 1, with daily production 
of 100 barrels. 

Dalhousie No. 5, with daily produc¬ 
tion of 250 barrels. 

McLeod No. 3, with daily produc¬ 
tion of 50 barrels. 

Production in earlier wells in Tur¬ 
ner Valiev include: 

Royalite No. 4 daily production 560 
l barrels; Royalite, Nos. 1, 2 3 (total) 
production 24 barrels; McLeod No. 1 
daily production 9 barrels. 

This makes a total potential daily 
production from Turner Valley wells 
that have been completed of 1,288 bar 
rels. Only partial recovery from 
Home No. 1 i,s being obtained as the[ 
contents of the wet gas that is mixed | 
with 35-40 barrels of crude are being 
recovered. The output of the Dal¬ 
housie No. 5 is a conservative esti¬ 
mate. Counting 40 barrels per day 
from Home, the actual daily output of 
Turner Valley wells now approxi-| 
mates 1,250 barrels, 'without taking [ 
into consideration oil from wells ?ar-j 
tially completed. 

Oil jn commercial quantities has 
been struck at least in those that arej 
still drilling, that is, Spooner, Calmont j 
Regent, Vulcan No. 2, Dalhousie Ne. 61 
At Vulcan No. 2 there is a potential 
production estimated at 70 barrels a 
day; a 50-barrel a day production has 
been cased off at the Regent well; and 
another 50 barrel a day has been cas¬ 
ed off at the Spooner. 

Calmont could produce 20 barrels 
and Dalhousie No. 6 about 30 barrels 
pe» day, and at the time of writing 
Okalta had also struck crude oil that 
was apparently in commercial quanti¬ 
ties. At Home No. 2 there was 400 
feet in the hole when it was opened 
up recently for deeper drilling. 

The Devenish well produced 250 
barrels per day in a bailing test, but, 
like the partially completed wells of 
Turner Valley, it is being drilled 
deeper. 

If all the wells that are partially 
completed were put on steady produc¬ 
tion they would swgjl the present out¬ 
put of Southern Alberta producers to 
around 1,600 barrels per day. At 
present the output of Turner Valley 
is running arouund 4,000 barrels a 
month, which includes the fluctuating 
quantities from wells that produce a 
short time from levels that are cased 
off as drilling proceeds deeper. 

At the time of writing, work was 
proceeding at twenty wells in Turner 
Valley; these are either drilling or 
handling casing.

CROP REPORTS 

Threshing returns that are now fil¬ 
tering through in greatest numbers 
show that the general expectation of 
large wheat yields is being realized. 
Reports received on Wednesday by 
the Canadian Pacific state that at Pre 
late, in the eastern part of the prov¬ 
ince, 10<l acres averaged 4*? bushels l 
to the acre. This weighed 65 pounds 
to the bushel and graded No. 2 Nor¬ 
thern. At Lomond and Travers the 
wheat was averaging 45 to 60 bushels. 
The actual out-turn at Milo was a&<> 
from 45 to 50 bushels to the acre. Atj 
Cummings there was a yield of?>4'i: 
bushels per acre from 120 acri's, which 
graded No. 1 Northern. 

Other points in the eastern portion 
of Alberta are showing large yields. 
Cassils reports 30 bushels of wheat 
weighing 63 pounds, iynl was gruding 
No. 2. At Gull Lake it is estimated 
the yiefil will run from 20 to 40 bush¬ 
els per acre and will grade No. I 
Northern. At Rosemary the wheat is 
running 28 bushels and weighing 60 
pounds. At Acme, Garnet wheat will 
average 42 bushels to the acre. It is 
grading No. 2 t ough. At Travers 
wheat is turning out 35 bushels to the 
acre and weighing 64 pounds. Oats 
at Milo, it is stated, is yielding 100 
bushels to the acre. 

Threshing will be general through¬ 
out the eastern portion of the prov¬ 
ince the first part of next week with 
continued good weather. In High Ri¬ 
ver district cutting is now general, 
but no threshing is yet reported. In 
the south country cutting and thresh¬ 
ing was in full swing on Wednesday 
and weather conditions are very fav¬ 
orable. In the north threshing is al¬ 
so, in rogress, but returns as to yield 
have yet come to hand. At Nobleford 
a stubble crop that has just been 
threshed by a combine harvester, went 
44 '/2 bushels to the acre. The grain 
graded No. 2 and weighed 61 pounds 
to the bushel. „ 

BIRDS TAUGHT MAN TO FLY 

When the Wright Brothers were 
conducting their edify experiments 
with gliders, about twenty-five years 
ago, it was their custom to travel 
back and forth by ferry across the 
Hudson River, between New York 
City and Jersey City, for the purpose 
of observing the easy flights of the 
sea-gulls which follow close behind 
every boat. These birds knew the se¬ 
cret of flight long before man mas¬ 
tered the air. Birds of large wing- 
spread, like sea-gulls, hawks, owls, 
eagles, ducks and geese, know how to 
soar and to glide without visible move 
ment of the wings, and with no appar¬ 
ent expenditure of energy. Their 
wings have been shaped for this pur¬ 
pose by Mother Nature, and their in¬ 
stincts tell them how to take advan¬ 
tage of ascending and descending air 
currents. 

It was natural, therefore, that in 
experiments having for their object 
the conquest of the air. the birds 
should be the center of interest, for 
man has learned much by studying 
nature. The first step in the inven¬ 
tion of the aeroplane was a successful 
anil trustworthy air glider, and this 
the Wright Brothers developed by im¬ 
itating the sea-gulls. The secret of 
their glider was incorporated in cer¬ 
tain curves of the plane surfaces 
which form its principal part. After 
the art of gliding was mastered, the 
next step was to add to the glider a 
gasoline motor to provide the neces¬ 
sary motive power to turn a propeller, 
and thus the first successful aeroplane 
originated. Aeroplanes of today are 
simply gliders provided with highly 
efficient gasoline engines, which pro¬ 
vide motive power to turn the propel- 1 
ler blades very rapidly. But in Ger¬ 
many, gliders are still in use w'hich 
can be kept aloft for many hours, ev¬ 
en though they carry no motor or pro¬ 
peller. 

Thus man’s conquest of atmosphere 
has followed his imitation of the birds 
But the latter are still our superiors 
as aviators, and well they deserve to 
be, for they have been flying for 
many thousands of "years, whereas 
man learned ■ to fly -but yesterday, 
comparatively speaking. Now that 
the secret of flight is out, however, 
man will continue to increase in effic¬ 
iency in his flying, and some day in 
the future may rival the birds. t

* WEATHER A YEAR AGO 

Lest there Ije those who ,think that 
this season has been the vi’orst har¬ 
vest season record, we reproduce from 
the files of one year ago, from the 
Lethbridge Herald as follows: 

On September 15 there was about 
20 per cent, of the crop still to cut, 
and it had been raining practically 
without cessation from August 20. 
The rainfall up to the 15th of Septem 
her was well over three inches. 

September 15—Light rain and snow; 
snow and rain general over Alberta. 

September 16—Stooks soaked, har¬ 
vesters in the city had to be fed. Mer¬ 
cury at 29. 

September 17—Snow falling again. 
Mercury at 29 degrees. v " 

September 18—Another .19 inch 
moisture, falling mostly as snow. 
Grain sprouting in stooks. 

September 20, Monday—Weather 
clears and cutting resumes. Mercury 
at 29. 

September 21—Snowing again. I 
Fourth week' of wet weather. Twenty 
per cent, of grain still to be cut. Mer¬ 
cury at 26. 

September 22— Blanket of snow 
covers whole of south. Two and one 
half inches of snow in city, nine inch¬ 
es in Calgary. Whole province blank¬ 
eted. Mercury at 26. 

September 23—Weather clears after 
24 hour snowstorm. Mercury drops 
to 19. 

September 24—Mercury drops to 
nine degrees. Sun bright 

September 25—Chinook wins over 
winter. Mercury at 10 degrees. Dry¬ 
ing and windy. 

September 27, Monday—Harvesting 
once more after-fine Sunday. 

From this point fine weather pre¬ 
vailed and the harvest proceeded prac¬ 
tically without a break. Despite the 
heavy frost' of the above 'mentioned 
period much of the ripe standing 
grain was cut and threshed out, mak¬ 
ing No. 3 straight grade. 

A xecent visitor to Colorado Springs 
says it rained thirty-two days out of 
thirty-five. We offer this information 
as consolation to local farmers who 
so fai have only had about half thi.- 
amount.

THE PEACE RIVER 


Impressions of the Peace River Dis¬ 
trict by Leonard D. Neabitt of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool 

Seventy years ago Sir George Simp¬ 
son, governor of the Gentlemen Ad¬ 
venturers of England Tracing into 
Hudson’s Bay, gave it as his opinion 
that the Western Canadian Prairies 
were unfitted for farming. He said 
the country could not support a popu¬ 
lation because of the poverty of the 
soil, dearth of fuel, early frosts and 
plagues of locusts. 

Despite these discouraging predic¬ 
tions, settlement has surged over the 
Canadian plains in successive waves, 
and agriculture has been developed to 
a high peak. These lands once cuar- 
acterized as barren, now produce be¬ 
tween close to 380 million bushels of 
wheat alone each year, to say notmng 
of vast wealth in other agricultural 
products. 

The last area of fertile and virgin 
territory of any considerable s»ze to 
become the centre of settlement ac¬ 
tivity is the Peace River district, ly¬ 
ing in the northwest corner of Alber¬ 
ta, three hundred miles beyona fcd- 
monton. This might be termed the 
last agricultural frontier of the west¬ 
ern Canadian prairies. 

The Peace River district has seen 
three phases of activity. ' Nearly * 
hundred and fifty years ago It was a 
centre of fur-trading and it was from 
there that Alexander Mackenzie start¬ 
ed out upon his notable exploit of tra¬ 
versing the Rocky Mountains to the 
Pacific Ocean, he being the first white 
map to accomplish this feat on Cana¬ 
dian soil. 

When the gold sands along the 
Klondike Creeks attracted world wide 
attention towards the clase of the last 
century the Peace River district was 
invaded by men interested in other 
things than furs. Gold-seeking was 
their first concern, but as they plod- 
’ded along the pathless overland route 
to the Yukon,.they traversed the prai¬ 
ries of the Peace country and the im¬ 
pressions made by this pleasant coun¬ 
try, encountered after weary inarches 
through muskeg and thick forest, ling 
ered with many "of the gold-seekers 
long after the rush of Ninety-Eight 
was but a memory. These men often 
talked about the rich prairies they 
had crossed and it was inevitable that 
land-hungry settlers should invaae 
this virgin country which gave every 
indication of possessing wonderful 
fertility. To-day this district is ex¬ 
periencing an active era of settlement 
and development, and its people iook 
upon the future with calm assurance 
that their land is on the verge of vast 
developments. 

I spent two weeks in that part of 
the Peace River district which stretch 
es from High Prairie to Waterhole. 
My work was to give information 
about the Alberta Wheat Pool and its 
operations^ by addressing a series of 
nine meetings. In the course of this 
only too brief stay in that new coun¬ 
try I drove many miles by car, chat¬ 
ted with dozens of farmers and satis¬ 
fied my curiosity and desire for infor¬ 
mation by asking innumerable ques¬ 
tions of the settlers and makmg per¬ 
sonal observations. 

Primarily my interest was In the 
Wheat Pool movement and the pro¬ 
gress of the co-operative spirit in the 
Peace River district. In this I found 
the settlers not lacking. Every meet¬ 
ing was well attended, in spite of 
counter attractions such as fairs, and 
the majority of the farmers there are 
seriously concerning themselves with 
the value of this great movement 
which is developing in Western Cana-i 
da. 

The Peace River prairie land is a 
wonderful land to see. It apparently 
possesses all the qualifications neces¬ 
sary to make it a wealthy, productive 
area, a district where the land will 
respond lavishly to the toil of The ag¬ 
riculturists. Its area i s larger than] 
that of Scotland, Ireland and Wales, 
or larger than all the New England 
States put together. What a land for 
a happy, contented people to live in 
peace and plenty! 

Peace River district’s greatest as-| 
set is, however, its people. Drawn I 
from many lands, these pioneers are 
repeating to some extent the perfor¬ 
mances of the earlly settlers of older 
districts of the prairies. That the 
struggles and endeavors of the latter 
have greatly assisted the present, set¬ 
tlers. in Peace River is well-known to 
these people. The co-operative move¬ 
ment, which has meant so much to the 
farmers of Western Cajiada, is throb¬ 
bing with life in that big prairie-land 
up in the north-west corner of the 
map of Alberta. The hard-won vic¬ 
tories gained by half a century of 
grim endeavors on the part of West¬ 
ern Canadian farmers have not oeen 
forgotten. 

The first meeting was held at Wa¬ 
terhole and there over fifty farmers 
attended. 

Waterhole was probably the first 
district to attract settlement, although 
further away from Edmonton. In 
fact the railway has not reached this 
town a<s yet, and most of the build¬ 
ings are on skids, ready to move to 
the permanent townsite when the 
steel arrives. E. J. Martin, J. M. 
Dawson and F. S. Fairbairn were the 
first settlers, arriving by ox and horse 
teams in all the way from Edmon¬ 
ton in 1910.. At that time Edmonton 
was their nearest supply point and 
once a year they would undertake the 
long toilsome journey to secure sup¬ 
plies. The big rush of incoming set¬ 
tlers occurred in 1912, and the rail¬ 
way reached Vanrena in 1915. O. S. 
Propst shipped the first car of wheat 
from the Peace River on September 1, 
l9l6, hauling the grain in wagons 
from Waterhole to the end of the steel 
then 90 miles away. 

The Waterhole country is now closely 
settled. It is a country typical of the 
best sections of the Peace Block. On 
every hand splendid crops of grain 
were to be seen, at that date (Aug. 
10th) already turning into a golden 
hue and promising a wonderfully 
bounteous harvest. Where stretches 
of virgin prairie occur, on the Indian 
reserve, for instance, a profusion ot 
Wild hay and wild flowers create a 
vision of endless delight. Last year 
the district raised close to 400,000 
bushels of wheat, and this year the 
production will be a great dear more. 

Ffee laild has always been an im¬ 
pelling lure to the settler, it was the 
free land in the Western United 
States that started the surge across 
the Mississippi after the Civil War. 
Free homesteads in Western Canada 
resulted in successive waves of immi¬ 
gration that populated the Prairie 
Provinces. Free land is the magnet 
which is drawing men to the Peace 


River district now. 

Since the dawn of 1927 some six 
hundred homesteads have been filed 
upon at the land offices in Grande 
Prairie and Peace River. The choice 
homesteads close to the railways have 
been largely taken up, it is true, but 
there are vast areas of free land still 
available. Out of a total of over ten 
million acres of surveyed lands in the 
Peace River and Grande Prairie dis¬ 
tricts, over seven million acres were 
still available for homestead entry at 
the beginning of the year. 

What features does the country pos 
sess which offer encouragement to 
new settlers? 

Fertile soil that grows a high quali¬ 
ty of grain. Long hours of sunlight 
which rapidly ripens grains and vege¬ 
tables. Wheat ripens in 100 to 116 
days and vegetables such as tomatoes, 
pumpkins, cucumbers and corn ma¬ 
ture early. The luxuriant growth of 
all kinds of vegetables is a feature of 
the country. 

There are wild fruits of many kinds 
notably raspberries, blueberries-^traw 
berries and saskatoons. Wood lots 
provide ample fuel and cheap lumber. 
There is plenty of good water in most 
districts. Wild grasses grow in gi-ea. 
profusion and provide ample food for 
cattle and horses. 

There are no gophers in the Peace 
River country, and the potato bug, 
that pestiferous insect that creates 
such havoc in older settled countries, 
has not put in an appearance in that 
northern district as yet. 

The rainfall is fairly abundant, de- 
vasting drouths being unknown, amt 
hail is uncommon. 

Freight charges have been mater¬ 
ially cut down and wheat can be ship¬ 
ped from the end of the railway to 
tidewater for 28c a hundred pounds. 
Hogs can be shipped from the railway 
end to Edmonton at a total cost of lc 
a pound. 

Educational facilities are good. The 
settlers are keen about the schooling 
available for their children. There Is 
no neglect "In this , respect. The roads 
are fairly good—in fact one might 
call them real good considering the 
conditions. Small hospitals are loca¬ 
ted at advantageous points and every 
town and village has its doctor. The 
older settled districts are under rural 
municipal government and taxes for 
municipal and school purposes are not 
high—about $40 a quarter section. 

The major portion of the whole 
country is park land, the open prairie 
having occasional wood lots or cop¬ 
pices. The settler on these lands has 
quite a respecable area of virgin land 
ready to, be plowed and can do what 
clearing he desires at his leisure. 

improved land within reasonable 
distances of a railway, say from five 
to ten miles, can be purchased at $2,- 
500 to $3,500 a quarter section. 

Most of this information was gath¬ 
ered on what is known as the Central 
Canada railway, which runs to White- 
law. From there I motored to Wa¬ 
terhole. I regret I was unable to vis¬ 
it the Grand Prairie country, for re¬ 
ports state it to be a wonderful farm¬ 
ing area. It was in that country (at 
Wembley) that Herman Trelle grew 
his world’s championship wheat and 
oats. It is there, too (at Beaver- 
lodge) that W. D. Albright, the Apos¬ 
tle of the Peace Block, has achieved 
such wonderful results On the govern¬ 
ment demonstration farm, and abatis 
own farm, in growing all kinds of 
small grains, vegetables and grasses. 
Albright is also a prolific and enter¬ 
taining writer and many of his arti¬ 
cles are published in government re¬ 
ports and Canadian periodicals. 

I was impressed with the improve¬ 
ments in the country around F^tlher 
and at Donnelly. IJigh Prairie is an I 
attractive little town, and the district I 
impresses one as being progressive.! 
Orin Keay, one of the strong Wheat 
Pool supporters there, informed me 
that moose, deer and other big game 
are aboundant in the vicinity. 

Berwyn has a Pool elevator, oper¬ 
ated by L. Bain, and it handled 130,- 
000 bushels from the 1926 crop, out of 
150,000 shipped from that point. Pool 
members are apparently well-satisfied 
with the operations of their elevator. 
The Pool is building or buying eleva¬ 
tors at several other points in the 
Peace River country and will have at 
least six houses there this fall in read 
iness to receive grain. 

Griffin Creek is a well-settled and 
prosperous district, with the farmers 
making good progress and satisfied 
with their country. Grimsnaw ap 
pears to be an excellent farming coun 
try, too, and is going ahead rapidly. 
At Peace River town there is not a 
great deal of farming but the Judah 
district, not far away, is developing. 

Falher is largely a French settle¬ 
ment and the thrift and industry of 
that race is well exemplified by the 
appearance of the farms. Donnelly is 
close by and E. E. Reguier, sub-agent 
of Dominion Lands, located at that 
point, informed me that he had re¬ 
ceived entries for 140 homesteads and 
soldier grants during the present year. 
Quite a few war veterans are located 
there and a number attended the meet 
ing. They appear to be doing well. 

Throughout the entire district the 
settlers are cheerful and keenly opti¬ 
mistic. They are looking forward 
eagerly to the time when a ran*ay 
outlet to the Pacific coast will be pro¬ 
vided. Last year over five million 
bushels of wheat was exported. This 
year there will be a big increase. 
When the time comes that ten million 
bushels will be raised, the Peace Riv¬ 
er country will look to Sir Henry 
Thornton, president of the C.N.R., to 
redeem his pledge to build a coast out 
let. Judging by the amount of break¬ 
ing being done, it will not be very 
long before that bushelage will be 
reached. 

The hospitality of the Peace River 
people has to be experienced to be ap¬ 
preciated. They are kind to the 
stranger within their gates. 1 can 
give personal testimony to support 
this statement, and conclude by ex¬ 
pressing my appreciation to the 
people who made my two weeks stay 
in Peace River a very happy and pleas 
ant fortnight. \

ALBERTA RESOURCES 

Convention Endorses Sentiments Ex¬ 
pressed by Provincial Leader 

“Resolved, that this convention goes 
on record as endorsing'the principle 
enunciated by Mr. A. A. McGillivray 
in his address to the Calgary conven¬ 
tion and reported in The Calgary 
Herald of September 10th, 1922, re¬ 
garding the problem of the West.” 

The above was passed at an assem¬ 
bly of Conservativ7es at Calgary on 
Thursday, and deals with a question 
that is all important to Alberta, pad ! 
irrespective of the source from which - 
comes the following statement, t^ere 
would appear to be in it sufficient lor 
the consideration of all the people 
and much of which merits general en- 
dorsation. In part, Mr. Gillivray said: 

‘•We have other problems, such as 
the cost incident to the transporta¬ 
tion of our wheat and of our coal. 

“We know that we have 67% of the 
coal reserves and at ldast 14% of the 
coal reserves of the world. We know 
that nation is spending from one hun¬ 
dred million to one hundred and fifty 
million every year in the purchase of 
coal from the United States. On the 
other hand, it - is contended that the! 
railroads can well carry our coat at 
$6.00 per ton. On the other hand the 
railroads maintain that they cannot 
do so, except at a loss under $9.00 per 
ton. 1 do not know what the fact' is 
but I do know that it should have bej# 
long since determined. 

1 do not share the views of tnose 
who believe that the railroads should 
be made to transport any commodity 
at a loss. They should not be asked 
to bear more than their fair share of 
the burdens of citizenship, but I do 
say that, if in the end it determined 
that the Canadian railroads cannot 
carry, except at a loss, at a rate 
which would permit our competing on 
the Ontario market, with the United ' 
States coal, then Canada as a whole ’ 
should absorb the difference so that 
$150,000,000 which are sent out of 
the country into the United States 
each year may be used in the pur¬ 
chase of Canadian coal for the Cana¬ 
dian people. 

“It seems to me that, with the ad¬ 
ditional working population in Canada 
the additional wealth in Canada, tne 
additional homes and the additional 
consumers, this is economically sound 
and more than that, let me say that I 
think that it is in consonance with the 
scheme of Confederation that the 
populous centres of our Dominion 
should help bear the burdens of trans¬ 
portation incident to the geographical 
position of the far-flung parts of our 
common Dominion. If this be a part¬ 
nership of provinces, then the burdens 
of partnership must be fairly and 
equitably distributed amongst all tfye 
partners.’’
